1995 ASSEMBLY JOINT RESOLUTION 69

County officials as a member of the Barron County Emergency Response Team; and

Whereas, Mike will be remembered for his bright sense of humor, his devotion
to his family and friends, his dedication to his community and his active membership

in the Trinity Lutheran Church and Rice Lake Masonic Lodge; and
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Whereas, Mike was an exemplary human being and police officer; now,
therefore, be it

Resolved by the assembly, the senate concurring, That the members of the
legislature of the state of Wisconsin express their appreciation for Michael R.
Baribeau’s record of public service, express their deep sorrow at his death and extend
their condolences to his family, friends and fellow police officers; and, be it further

to his parents, Ray and Rosemary Baribeau.
